The Negro pb»*e of the war draft 
baa rnu*cd cunMili-rabls complication in 
the effort* of tha District Boeid* iu 
filling uul tiic required quotas, as or- 
dered by ike War Department. -The 
plan uf the Government ii to have 
tlo5,000 drafted men in camp by Octo- 
ber 3.' About 70,000 of then should 
have been HegToea, but the order ban 
been give* to sond only whites to the 
lilailMIM|tl. ,yet tho entire quota* 
isu.il be filled. 

On account of the discrtmi nation, in 
calling out bod, tbe District Boards 
.is in i that the eiplinlt instructions 
that no Negroes be aent will work a 
material hardship on *ome Hard* and 
district*.

Bi*lh and Hiiteaath Ward, 
there waa a shortage in the men that 
departed September 19 and tt beeanac.

"Tae-qaota for onr ward i» 170. and 
»e have examined 340 registrants, from 
whom we have obtained about 190- men 
acceptable to service. Something more 
than half of the men, howerer, are 
Negroes, It ia clear that we tire ready 
tn send the full qnota of 170, as aosin 
as the name, ere cleared lllrough the 
District Board to the adjutant general, 
, but since more than Wner cot of the 
170 first men on the liit are Negroes, 
a sfriet compliance,!, impossible with- 
-uul. additional eiamination." 

If anything, the Sixteenth Ward la in 
a wwee. plight than the Sixth. Chair 
man Jule* Crei**ea. at tbe tine the 
men departed, September 22. waa 
able to send only thirty-wren whit-

Judge Helden P. bipenccr, chairman 
of the Appeal Board, .tated that he

This 
U the condition under which the presi- 
dent of the Commonwealth Steel Com- 
pany consented for the place to be 
opened.

TYRANNY OVER THE NEGRO 

Race riots in East St. Louis afford a lurid back -ground to our 
. efforts to carry justice and idealism, to Europe. The question, as 
it is put by Charles Stelzle, the writer on social subjects from a re- 
ligious standpoint, is: "How can we assume to free people in 
Europe from tyranny when we ourselves are guilty of the worst 
kind of tyranny towards a depreat race." The remedy, of course, 
is not in abstaining from the cure af one tyranny to excuse our 
neglect of the other. Nevertheless, Mr. Stelzle U probably rjght 
iii asserting that the East St. Louis race riota should have made 
every American citizen realize that we have in the Negro one of 
the moat serious social problems by which this country is confront- 
ed." He quotes Booker T. Washington as saying, "1 can not hold 
any man in the gutter without staying there myself," and appeals 
to the principle. of self-preservation as an imperative if not the 
highest motive for taking better care of the Negro. In The Con- 
tinent [Chicago), Mr. Stelzle declared that the simple question 
whether "he is to be a 'good' Negra or a 'bad' Negro" depends as 
much upon the whites as upon the blacks. He calls us to look at a 
,. few outatanding facta ia regard to our treatment of the member* 
of this race: 

We compel him to live in the worst parts of our towns and 
cities, often without drainage or sewerage or garage service, with 
scarcely any sanitary conveniences in house or yard or street which 
whites consider an absolute necessity. 

"We drive the worst forms of immorality into the Negro quar- 
ters and then curse the Negro because of his moral weakness. If 
there is to be a 'red-light district' in town, it is dumped into the 
area into which we also dump the Negro population. 

"It would be a comparatively easy matter to> produce statistics 
to indicate that the Negro is the worst criminal in the^ country 
But now can he help becoming such? We subject him to the se- 
verest tests of- our city life— physical, moral, sad political— and 
than cynically declare that the 'nigger' ia no good. any way. 

"The Negroes who live in these unsanitary and immoral but- 
ronndings are our laundresses, nurses, and cooks. If there is con 
tagioua disease in their own home* ■ and there ia much of it— they 
are sure to bring it to our nomas, either personalty or through the 
laundry which we send to them. , 

"Washington was right. If we keep the Negro in the gutter, 
we shall be compelled to stay there with him. We can't get away 
f rsm Mat. It is impossible to have a nation part free and part 
slave, and it is- still mors impossible to have in on* country a mor- 
ally and physically decaying race, sad a surviving race untouched 
by the dying race's fate. And let it be remembered that the 10,- 
000.000 Negroes in the United States constitute 10 per cent of the 
population of eur country: 

The above editorial from the Literary Digest si September 
22nd, is quite right. It pictures a real condition that exists ia 
many phases of our life. - If the whits man ia inclined to be fair; 
if bs-clsiras the right to administer justice; if he contends that he 
must make all the taws that govern both races; then let him read 
this article ever again and again and again.
